Prof, V. Sharonov, in an 
article in Izveslla, sald the path 
for the conquest of space may 
be opened by Jaunching a non- 
returnable Sputnik to orbit 
around the Moon. 

Sharonov. said such a Sputnik 
could be similar to Sovict earth 
satellite One and Two, but 
would be required to traverse 
the distance from the ,carth to 
the Moon, 

This raises provicms, he sald,

“Now of course it is dificult 
to say with certainty what path 
to the Moon would be practical,” 
he said.

Mr Strauss, appearing on the 
NBC-TV programme, “Meet the 
Press", declined to put in a 
claim that the Atomic Commis- 
sion be given charge of the Us 
outer space programme. But he 
udvocated that one agency be 
given charge of the programme 
rather than have projects scat- 
tered throughout the Govern- 
ment. 


Proposals 


A number of proposals have 
been advanced {in Congress to 
give the: Atomic Commission 
contro! of the space programme. 
Also, s¢veral Democrats have 
erlticiged the Administration on 
gtounds It has not made enough 
money available for work on an 
ttomle-powered rocket. 

Senator Clinton P. Anderson, 
Vice-Chairman ofthe House 
Senate Atomic Energy Commit- 
tee and head of its sub- 
committee on outer space pro- 
pulsion, has {ntroduced a bill to 
give the ABC $150 million for 
work on nuclear rockets, 

Senator Albert Gore has 
{Introduced = Iegislation autho- 
rising up to $1,000,000,000 for 
dhe atcmic. rookot programme, 
among other things. 

Mr Strauss was asked just 
how long {t would be before the 
Commission's work —on_atamic 
rockets would pay off, He first 
replied that Jt would be “within 
a reasonable period of years.” 

Asked whether he mcant two 
or three years, he replied: "A 
little longer.”
